Harlow’s Metro System

A NEW ALDI store in The Stow could 
open as soon as next year after the 
German retailer submitted a revised 
planning application to Harlow 
Council this week. 

The budget supermarket chain tweaked its 
blueprints for the new food store on the for¬ 
mer Charvills garage site after considering 
feedback from local residents, removing 
plans for 14 residential flats and enhancing 


parking provision. 

The Which? Award-winning firm dropped 
leaflets outlining the proposals to more than 700 
addresses in the area and claimed to have received 
an overwhelmingly positive response, with 95 per 
cent of respondents backing the plans. 

According to an ALDI spokesperson, many res¬ 
idents said they welcomed the competition the 
store would provide for large out-of-town super¬ 
markets and were excited at the prospect of having 
a dedicated food store on their doorstep. 

A total of 97 per cent of respondents said they 
wanted to see the ‘eyesore’ site regenerated as soon 
as possible, while 98 per cent agreed the new store 
would bring further employment and investment to 


The Stow. 

The responses were fed into the revised plan¬ 
ning application, which includes plans for the pro¬ 
vision of a large shared car park that will also be 
available to shoppers visiting other businesses in 
The Stow. 

The site already had planning permission for an 
ALDI with 14 flats above, but the residential ele¬ 
ment has now been dropped from the blueprints 
after being deemed "financially unviable". 

ALDI property director Roland Stanley said the 
firm had been "very encouraged" with the over¬ 
whelming public interest in the proposals. 

"We are proud and fully committed to making 
this significant investment at The Stow," he said. 


"I would like to thank everyone who took the 
time to give feedback - all comments have been 
considered as part of the application. 

"It is clear that not only are people fed up with 
having to travel away from The Stow, but that 
many people also find this difficult and inconven¬ 
ient, especially the elderly. 

He added that subject to the revised application 
being approved, the new store could open by 2013. 

"We are receiving numerous calls asking when 
the store will open and I can assure everyone that 
we are working as quickly as we can to make sure 
that is sooner rather than later," he said. 

"We have to follow due process, and submitting 
the application is the first step in that direction.”

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Toodbrook by-election as 
councillor is off to Spain 


Schoolboys' mobiles 
stolen at knifepoint 


A BY-ELECTION will be held in 
the Toddbrook ward next month 
following the resignation of 
Labour councillor Bob Davis. 

Mr Davis stepped down from 
his role last month after deciding 
to emigrate to Spain with his 
wife. 

The poll for his replacement 
will be held on November 15 - 
the same day as countywide elec¬ 
tions for the new Essex Police & 
Crime Commissioner. 

Speaking to the Star this 
week, council and Labour group 
leader Mark Wilkinson thanked 
Mr Davis for his contribution as a 
councillor. 

"Bob was a passionate, hard¬ 


working councillor and we wish 
him well in his new life in Spain - 
he will be sorely missed by both 
the Labour group and his con¬ 
stituents," he said. 

"He could have emigrated 
without stepping down, but both 
he and the Labour group felt it 
would be completely inappropri¬ 
ate for him to continue receiving 
an allowance for his duties despite 
no longer living in the country. 

"This is why we have called a 
by-election at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity, and holding the vote on the 
same day as the Police & Crime 
Commissioner poll means costs 
will be kept to an absolute mini¬ 
mum." 


DETECTIVES are appealing 
for witnesses after two school¬ 
boys were threatened and 
robbed by a knife-wielding teen. 

The attack happened in the 
Southern Way underpass link¬ 
ing The Fairway with Little 
Pynchons at 9am on Tuesday, 
October 9. 

The 13- and 14-year-old vic¬ 
tims were walking to school 
when they were approached by 
a teenage boy, who threatened 
the pair with a knife before 
stealing their mobile phones. 

Investigating officer DC Liz 
Young said: "These two school¬ 
boys were dressed in black so 
may have caught the attention 
of passing motorists or pedes¬ 
trians. 

"From our enquiries so far 


and in the manner the robbery 
was played out, the attacker 
may know his victims. 

“As well as witnesses to the 
robbery, we’re also keen to hear 
from a man who was walking 
his dog in the vicinity at the 
time." 

The assailant is described as 
white, aged in his mid-teens and 
with dark-brown hair swept to 
the side. He has blue eyes, one of 
which looked inwards. 

At the time he was wearing a 
light-grey hooded top, light- 
grey tracksuit bottoms and 
black gloves, and made his get¬ 
away on a silver mountain bike. 

Anyone with information in 
connection with the robbery is 
urged to contact detectives at 
Harlow police station on 101. 


OAP's two-hour 
wait for medics 
after hip break 
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AGONISING WAIT: Jean

AN elderly woman was 
forced to wait more than 
two hours for an ambu¬ 
lance after falling and 
breaking her hip in a 
Harlow car park. 

Jean Vandersteen (74), of 
Bushey Croft, tripped on a 
raised parking sensor in The 
Water Gardens as she searched 
for a shopping trolley on Friday 
lunchtime. 

Shoppers who witnessed the 
accident immediately called for 
an ambulance - but the pen¬ 
sioner was left lying in agony 
for over an hour before a first 
response vehicle turned up. 

She then had to wait another 
hour for an ambulance to arrive 
and take her to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital for emer¬ 
gency surgery on her fractured 
hip. 

Daughter Lorraine Rodgers, 
of Sylvesters, said she was "dis¬ 
gusted" by the ambulance 
response time. 

"My mum was left lying on 
the floor in absolute agony for 
over two hours while she waited 
for an ambulance," she told the

"I’m absolutely disgusted -

the hospital is less than a mile 
away from where she fell, but 
she was forced to wait hours 
before she was even given pain 
relief." 

She added: "This has been a 
terrible ordeal for her - she 
never expected a trip to the 
shops to land her in hospital." 

An East of England 
Ambulance Service spokesman 
told the Star the emergency 
call had been classed as "seri¬ 
ous but not life-threatening" - 
but admitted that the required 
20-minute response time target 
had been missed. 

"We do our very best to get to 
patients within the appropriate 
timeframe, but sometimes this 
is a challenge if we’re very busy 
elsewhere with more serious 
cases such as cardiac arrests, 
strokes and unconsciousness," 
he said. 

"However, the Trust is cur¬ 
rently planning resources better 
to fit in with where and when 
demand lies in an effort to 
improve response times." 

Jean said she had now made 


a formal complaint to the 
ambulance service over the 
delay - and also blasted The 
Water Gardens for installing the 
"dangerous" raised sensors in 
its car park. 

"These sensors are a danger 
to anyone walking through the 
car park - especially older peo¬ 
ple who are not so steady on 
their feet," she added. 

"My mum’s not the first to 
trip and injure themselves on 
these ridiculous things and 
unless they’re removed she 
won’t be the last." 

But speaking to the Star on 
Tuesday, Water Gardens man¬ 
ager Beryl Murphy said a deci¬ 
sion had already been taken to 
rip out the raised sensors and 
replace them with slimline 
devices after the complex 
received a string of complaints 
from concerned customers. 

"We have received several 
reports of shoppers tripping 
over the sensors and have told 
the contractor who installed 
them to remove and replace the 
devices immediately," she said. 

"We have consulted with the 
Health & Safety Executive over 
the changes and hopefully this 
accident will be the last."

“I did a similar thing in India a few 
years back but it has been nice to 
have something to work towards 
again,” said Sarah, who works as a 
learning mentor. 

“It has taken a lot of training and it 
has also been very demanding to 
keep our fundraising on track, but we 
seem to be on target. 

“For months we have been dressing 
up as nurses and going around pubs 
at the weekend with a collection 
bucket. It has been brilliant and we 
want to say a huge thank-you to the 
many generous punters in Harlow, 
and the publicans and council for 
letting us carry out the collections.” 
Sarah said they had chosen causes 
close to their hearts to help drive 
them on during the painful miles. 

“I have a very close friend who I am 
thrilled to say is a breast cancer 
survivor, whilst Vashti was born with 
a hole in her heart and needed 
treatment as a child,” she explained. 
“Both charities do fantastic work 
funding the research that continues 
to ensure there are more happy

New cinema 
to become a 
reel-ality...

A SIX-screen cinema is set to 
take pride of place in Harlow 
town centre after contracts were 
exchanged with a major UK 
operator this week. 

As part of large-scale refurbish¬ 
ment plans for the Harvey Centre, 
spearheaded by new owners 
Addington Capital, nationwide cin¬ 
ema operator Cineworld has con¬ 
firmed it will be building a new 
multi-screen complex on the shop¬ 
ping mall’s first floor. 

The cinema will be the focal point 
of a 20,000 sq ft leisure multiplex 
which will double the width of the 
upstairs mall to host up to six high- 
street restaurant and coffee chains 
in a conjoining food court. 

Natural lighting will also be intro¬ 


duced to brighten up the ageing 
centre, which was built in the 
1980s. 

Partner at Addington Capital, Alex 
Wagstaff, said the group were 
"delighted" with their new letting. 

"The new cinema will act as a cat¬ 
alyst to the regeneration of the 
Harvey Centre and benefit the town 
centre as a whole with longer trad¬ 
ing hours and dwell times for town 
centre shoppers," he said. 

"We’re also confident Cineworld 
will attract the national restaurant 
chains currently under-represented 
in the town." 

Deputy leader of Harlow Council, 
Jean Clark, said the new town cen¬ 
tre cinema would be a "great boost" 
to Harlow. 

"It will add to the range of leisure 
activities on offer and will help to 
bring life to the town centre, partic¬ 
ularly in the evenings," she told the 


Star. 

"By securing a national cinema 
operator, we have yet again demon¬ 
strated that Harlow is a great place 
to invest. 

The new cinema will provide jobs 
for local people, as well as 
increased trading opportunities for 
retailers in the town.” 

Work on the £9 million develop¬ 
ment is due to start early next year, 
with Cineworld expected to screen 
its first film in late 2014. 

However, it remains unclear what 
the plans mean for the future of the 
existing Cineworld cinema based in 
the Queensgate Centre off 
Edinburgh Way, which itself has 
only recently undergone a major 
refurbishment. 

A spokesperson from the company 
told the Star they were unable to 
give any further information at this 
stage. 


Man denies stabbing woman, 22 


A 32-YEAR-OLD Harlow 
man accused of stabbing a 
young woman as she pushed 
her daughter’s buggy along 
a Harlow street has pleaded 
not guilty to wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Landscape gardener Sean 


McLaughlin, of Spring Hills, 
also stands accused of caus¬ 
ing criminal damage to a 
door at alleged victim 
Stephanie Messenger’s 
house in Moorfield, Harlow. 

Appearing at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday, he 
denied attacking the 22- 


year-old in Abercrombie 
Way on July 28 this year. He 
was remanded in custody 
pending the start of a trial 
on January 28 next year. 

Miss Messenger is said to 
have suffered a cut chin 
requiring six stitches, cuts to 
her arm and a stomach wound.

C AN you match up these 
former Brays Grove 
School pupils with their 
11-year-old selves? 

More than 20 pupils from the class 
of 1962 spent an evening catching 
up, swapping photographs and 
reminiscing about the good old days 
when they celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of their first year at the 
secondary school. 

The reunion was the second time the 
group - who were all members of 
Class 1.2- have met up since 
hanging up their uniforms. 

“Some of the group had not seen 
each other for more than 40 years,” 
said organiser Martin Scott, who 
now lives in Germany. “It was by no 
means an easy task to track so many 
down in spite of modern 
communication technologies, 
internet search engines and social 
professional networking websites. 
“However, with the help of a small 
group of initial contacts made earlier 
this year, we eventually managed to 
contact around 35 school friends - 
and 23 answered the call to meet up 
once again for some long overdue 
anecdotes and reminiscences! 

“We also asked people to bring 
along artefacts, souvenirs and photos 
to place on memory boards which 
proved to be very successful and 


great talking points. Text books, note 
books, some examination papers, 
lots of photos, school ties, prefects’ 
badges and even one or two end of 
year reports ended up appearing.” 
According to Martin, the full class 
consisted of around 35 students, all 
of whom had passed their 11+ 
examinations. 

“Many of us had come from Potter 
Street Junior School but quite a few 
had also come from other schools in 
the catchment area such as Purford 
Green, Pear Tree Mead, William 
Martin and even the Spinney and 
Epping junior schools,” he said. 

“The class was further split into 1.1 
and 1.2 after the first term in the 
winter of 1963. 

“When we left in 1966 at 16, 1967 


after O-levels or 1969 after A-levels, 
Brays Grove was still a very 
successful school, at least according 
to our academic results and life 
achievements.” 

He added: “A very memorable and 
enjoyable evening was had by all 
who attended and we would 
certainly like to arrange another 
reunion in the not too distant future. 
If any other ex-Brays Grove pupils 
who started in 1962, or ex-teachers, 
would like to join us at the next 
reunion, please do get in touch.”

Did you know scientist Alec? 


A N appeal for information has 
been made ahead of the 
unveiling of a new blue plaque in 
the Water Gardens. 

The plaque, commissioned by 
Harlow Civic Society, will 
acknowledge the work carried out 
by scientist Alec Reeves, who has 
been dubbed the father of the 
digital age. 

He was part of the team headed by 
Sir Charles Kao which was 
credited with the discovery of fibre 
optic communication while 
working at Standard 
Telecommunications Laboratories 
in London Road. 

“There is extensive information on 
Alec Reeves’s professional life but 
few references to him as an 
exemplary and pioneer citizen of 
Harlow,” said civic society member 


Howard Chan. “We were hoping an 
appeal in Nostalgia will bring 
more information so hopefully we 
can learn some more.” 

Born in Redhill Surrey in 1902, Mr 
Reeves was awarded the Franklin 
Institute’s Stuart Ballantine Medal 
for his work in 1965. He was later 
made a a CBE. He died in 1972 at 
the age of 70. 

“We know he lived in Tany’s Dell 
and had some association with the 
Scouting movement,” said Mr 
Chan, “and that he was known as a 
kindly man who helped others. 

“It would be good if some 
personal, informal images or 
memories turned up.”

A PREGNANT cat left to wander the 
streets after apparently being dunked 
in a vat of hot tar is making a 
remarkable recovery after its life was 
saved by a Harlow pet grooming par¬ 
lour. 

The distressed moggie - which is just two 
weeks off giving birth - was found in 
Nazeing last Wednesday by a local resident 
and rushed to the Companion Care veteri¬ 
nary practice in Harlow. 

Unable to help, vets advised the woman - 
who did not want to be named - to take the 
cat to Mr Groom in Colt Hatch, where 
owner Linda Forsyth and staff set to work 
carefully removing the tar from its fur using 
heavy-duty cleaner Swarfega. 

"I couldn’t believe the state of the poor 
thing when it was brought in to us," Linda 
told the Star. 

"The tar had solidified on its body and it 
could barely move - it was just mewing in 
pain and distress." 

After several hours of painstaking work, 
most of the tar had been removed, although 
the toxic substance had burnt areas of the 
cat’s skin and caused clumps of its far to fall 
off.

SIR, I was fascinated to read the 
Harlow Star piece (September 20) 
about our town's old technical college. 
It has been a failure of successive

- that technical schools were allowed 
to "wither on the vine". 

We now need a real focus on voca¬ 
tional jobs, to help young people on 
the road to become apprentices.

Along with our Enterprise Zone and 
bio-tech investment, it will be backed 
by Harlow College and Anglia Ruskin 
University, and enjoy the backing of 
top industry sponsors such as Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, Pearson UK, 
Raytheon, GlaxoSmithKline (GSK), 
and global engineering giant, Johnson 
Controls. 

It will offer Harlow youngsters a state 
of the art education, including A-lev- 
els in Maths and English, technical 
training and a conveyor belt to high- 
tech jobs. 

There will be no selection criteria, 
other than being from Harlow and the 
surrounding area. 

This new ‘UTC’ will combine the best 
of the old system, but with modern 
standards. 

As one of the first in the country, it 
will have considerable prestige, and 
will offer Harlow young people (aged 
14 to 19) a once-in-a-lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity to train in fields such as 
biotech, medicine, and engineering. 
These will be the well-paid jobs of the 
future. 

Hopefully also, it will also go some 
way to helping our young people back 
into work.

What every woman - 
and man - should know 
about breast cancer 


I t's Breast Cancer Awareness Month and 
with 1 in 10 women in the UK suffering from 
the disease, it's even more important to be 
on the lookout for early signs. 

Throughout October, women across the 
county are being reminded to check their 
breasts regularly and report any concerns to 
their GP without delay. 

Breast cancer is the most common cancer 
among women. 

Janet Skeys, Breast Service Manager at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust says: 
"Through breast screening, we diagnose 
around 80 cases of breast cancer each year. 
These are cases where the women did not 
even know they had a problem. 

"We pick up any signs of cancer early, which 
means any treatment given is much more 
effective. 

"Catching cancer early can be a life-saver, 
and surprisingly men can develop it too. So 
we recommend that everyone checks their 
breasts and chests regularly." 

Regular self checking is important. Know 
what's normal for you. Remember that breast 
changes don't usually come with other 
physical symptoms. So if in doubt, check it 
out with your GP. 

Some women have cysts or thickening of the 
breast tissue. Breast appearance and feel can 
change at different times of the menstrual 
cycle and the body naturally changes over 
the years. All of this is normal. 

However, please see your GP if you notice 
any of the following: 

□ changes in the outline or shape of the 


breast, especially those caused by arm 
movements or by lifting the breast; 

□ changes in the look or feel of the skin, 
such as puckering or dimpling; 

□ discomfort or pain in one breast that is 
unusual, particularly if it is new and 
persistent; 

□ any new lumps, thickening or bumpy areas 
in one breast or armpit, which differs from 
the same part of the other breast and armpit; 

□ nipple discharge that's new for you and 
not milky; 

□ bleeding from the nipple; 

□ moist, red areas on the nipple that don't 
heal easily; 

□ any change in nipple position, such as 
pulled up or pointing differently; 

□ a rash on or around the nipple. 

How do I check my breasts? 

There's no right or wrong way to check your 
breasts, but it's important to check all parts 
including your armpits and up to your collarbone 
on a regular basis. 

Get screened 

Currently all women between 50 and 70 are 
invited for breast screening every three years as 
part of the NHS Breast Screening Programme 
(NHSBSP). There are plans to extend this range. 

Women under 50 are not invited for routine 
breast screening since the number of women 
who develop breast cancer is much lower in 
this age group. 

If you think you need a screen then please 
visit your GP.

ONE of the world's most 
breathtaking natural wonders is in 
danger of disappearing forever. 
New research suggests the Great 
Barrier Reef, a sprawling coral reef 
system stretching some 1,600 
miles along Australia's north¬ 
eastern coastline, is rapidly being 
destroyed. 

More than half of the reef has 
disappeared over the past 27 


years and scientists from the 
Australian Institute of Marine 
Science believe a mixture of 
severe storms, rising sea 
temperatures and a spike in the 
population of coral-eating starfish 
is to blame. 

Although coral can recover from 
damage, it can take up to 20 years 
to get back to full health. 

It is feared that unless action is 


taken now to protect the reef, it 
could have disappeared completely 
by 2050. As a result, the research 
team want to try to reduce the 
numbers of starfish which are 
thought to be responsible for 
almost half of the total damage. 
The Australian government has 
backed the plans, admitting it was 
partly responsible for the 
deterioration of the reef by failing 


to address the problem earlier. 

The environment minister told 
reporters: "I reckon the scientists' 
report would have sent 
shockwaves through a whole lot of 
households. 

"We've all heard about damage to 
the reef over the years but that 
50 per cent figure, I think, rang a 
warning bell loud and clear for 
many people."

A 16-YEAR-OLD playwright is set to 
unveil her first play at Victoria Hall 
tomorrow (Friday) - and hopes her 
directorial debut will help inspire a 
whole new generation of young 
writers. 

Tasha Saxby, of Bell Street, 
Sawbridgeworth, penned Into The 
Limelight in just three months, juggling 
scriptwriting duties with studying for her 
GCSEs. 

The daughter of Harlow Theatre 
Company stalwart Tony Saxby, 
showbusiness is in her blood - and she 
told the Star she was proud to be 
presenting her first play at the venue 
where she first discovered her love of 
theatre. 

"Victoria Hall is a fantastic place - 
everyone involved is so supportive and 
helpful, it’s like one big family here," she 
said. 

"My dad and I both joined Harlow 
Theatre Company at the same time eight 
years ago, and since then I’ve appeared 
regularly on stage, so it’s always been a 
dream of mine to be able to put on my 
own show here."

ART imitates life imitates art in this delightfully 
offbeat romantic comedy which ponders if the 
man or woman of your dreams is exactly that: a 
fantastical creation. 

Directed by husband and wife Jonathan Dayton and 
Valerie Faris, who collected a mantelpiece of awards 
for Little Miss Sunshine, Ruby Sparks stars real-life 
couple Paul Dano and Zoe Kazan as lovebirds 
magically brought together by unseen forces. 

They catalyse smouldering screen chemistry, 
surrounded by a strong ensemble cast including 
Antonio Banderas and Annette Bening as hippie 
parents, whose carefree attitude to life and love 
provides a template of perfection that other characters 
struggle to emulate. 

Calvin Weir-Fields (Dano) wrote his first novel at the 
age of 19. It was embraced by critics as a modern 


masterpiece and he has coasted along on the 
adulation, unable to find the words for a follow-up or 
a girl who loves him, not his celebrity. 

During a regular visit to psychiatrist Dr Rosenthal 
(Elliott Gould), Calvin confides that a beautiful girl is 
haunting his dreams and the shrink suggests it may be 
therapeutic to commit these nocturnal imaginings to 
paper. So to cure his writer’s block, Calvin follows the 
doc’s guidance and churns out volumes about the 
mystery girl. 

Miraculously, Ruby (Kazan) manifests in Calvin’s 
apartment. 

“The situation is crazy, 1 am not,” Calvin assures his 
incredulous brother, Harry (Chris Messina), 
demonstrating his control over Ruby by making her 
speak fluent French simply by adding a relevant 
sentence to his manuscript. 

“For men everywhere, tell me you’re not gonna let 
that go to waste,” grins Harry, sensing the possibilities 
for moulding Ruby into the perfect, subservient 


partner. 

She is blissfully unaware that she was once a figment 
of Calvin’s feverish imagination, and as romantic 
bonds strengthen between the couple, Harry’s initial 
enthusiasm mellows into fraternal concern. 

Written by Kazan, Ruby Sparks conjures fond 
memories of Stranger Than Fiction as Calvin ponders 
the morality of bedding his literary creation. 

The script ventures into darker territory when Calvin 
grows weary of his soulmate and spitefully puts her 
through the physical and emotional wringer using his 
typewriter. Thankfully, the film pulls back from the 
abyss at the last moment so we retain our sympathy 
and affection for the beleaguered hero. 

Dano is endearing as the introverted scribe crippled by 
success and Kazan is luminous, staring wide-eyed into 
the camera with an irresistible twinkle in her eye. 
Towards the end, Ruby speaks for us all when she 
smiles at Calvin and coos: “Just don’t tell me how it 
ends, OK?” OK, we won’t.

Y ES, you are looking at the new 
Audi A3, and, no, your eyes 
aren’t deceiving you. It does 
look an awful lot like the last one. 
Frankly, given the A3’s track record, 
it’s hardly surprising that Audi’s 
designers resisted the urge to radically 
alter a winning formula. The 
important changes have all happened 
under the skin. 

Unless you’ve been living under a 
rock for the past two decades you 
should be familiar with Audi’s steady 
rise to prominence as a maker of 
premium cars, large and small. Most 
observers credit the original A3 
hatchback with kick-starting this 
trend. 

The demand from buyers for an 
upmarket compact hatch continued 
with the sharper-suited second-gen 
car, as did the emergence of a more 
credible opposition. And with no sign 
of a dip in the sector’s popularity, here 
we are with an all-new car. 

With a car this popular the last thing 
you want to do is produce something 
radical that scares away the buyers, 
which explains why this A3 looks a lot 
like the last one. Look closely, though, 
and there’s been a subtle but 
noticeable evolution of the car’s 
appearance, especially at the front, to 
compliment the changes to Audi’s

larger cars and maintain the all- 
important family resemblance. 

What can’t be seen from the outside, 
however, are the changes Audi has 
made to how the car is constructed. 
Boasting significant weight savings 
and improvements to safety and 
refinement, it’s a big deal. The end 
result for the consumer should be 
better fuel economy, enhanced cabin 
refinement and a more rewarding 
driving experience. 

With more competition in the 
marketplace from the likes of BMW, 
Mercedes and Volvo, Audi has had to 
work much harder to create a 
compelling package. As such, this A3 
continues the current trend for low 


CO 2 and fuel-consuming engines, be 
they petrol or diesel. This, along with 
an ever expanding list of equipmen is 
hoped will keep the A3 competitive. 
Of course the four rings on the car’s 
grille should help draw in the crowds. 
But, with the A3 a favourite among 
company car drivers, the issue of 
running costs is never far away. 

With Audi’s 2.0-litre diesel motor 
expected to be a popular choice, it’s 
good to know that its CO 2 rating is a 
miserly 106g/km. The fuel 
consumption is an equally stingy 
68.9mpg, yet the whole package feels 
surprisingly sprightly as the car’s 
claimed 8.6s zero to 62mph sprint 
time illustrates. 


The standard fit six-speed manual 
gearbox goes some way to eeking out 
the fuel, as does the engine’s quick to 
react stop-start function. 

On the road the 2.0-litre TDI car 
easily combines the ability to shrug 
off most urban road imperfections 
while ensuring pitch and roll is kept to 
a minimum when you’re pushing on. 
That’s not an easy feat these days 
when large wheels and rubber band- 
thickness tyres are the norm. 

That said, if you do want to spice 
things up, AudP's made the choice of 
SE, Sport and S Line variant a little 
more flexible. For instance, you can 
mix one trim level with a regular, 
Sport or S Line suspension setting. 


Naturally, kit levels also vary 
depending on the core trim selected 
which means plush sports seats, larger 
alloy wheels and a host of detailed 
cosmetic and equipment 
enhancements the further up the 
pricing ladder you go. 

And if you’re a gadget freak you 
won’t be lacking in distractions, what 
with the different navigation and 
audio options to supplement the 
standard offering. 

Frankly, what with Audi’s current 
popularity ratings hitting the roof, the 
chances are that if you were in the 
market for a compact, premium 
hatchback you’d be sold on the A3 
from the moment you saw it. 

A little too predictable? Perhaps, but 
it’s this level of consistency in the car's 
design and operation that’s ensured a 
strong following in recent years. 

There have been niggles in the past 
centering on ride comfort and the 
driving experience, but the engineers 
of this third-gen car have done well to 
banish such wrinkles from this A3. 

As such, you’ve got a car that’s 
responsive, refined, frugal and 
comfortable in a variety of road 
conditions. 

Factor in the considerable weight of 
the brand behind the car, and the total 
package makes a compelling and 
attractive argument.

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CALIFORNIA DREAM TURNED TO REALITY FOR FORMER HARLOW TOWN ACE

CHERISHED memories of 
playing for San Diego in 
California as well as at 
Harlow Town’s old 
Sportcentre ground sit fondly 
in the recollections of 
midfielder Andy Walker. 

The hair has thinned slightly, but 
the 49-year-old is as courteous 
and alert now as when I first met 
him in 1997. 

Walker’s non-League career spanned 
from 1982 to 1999. He had three 
spells with the Hawks. 

He played for other clubs including 
Stevenage, back in the Ryman 
division one, as the Hertfordshire club 
started its journey towards the 
Football League. 

His three-and-a-half year spell at the 
San Diego University team in 
America (July 1983-January 1987) 
was most rewarding when he thinks of 
his football career. 

The midfielder was spotted playing 
for Essex U-19s and won a 
scholarship to study for a business 
degree in California, which he could 
combine with his blossoming football 
career. 

While in America he came up against 
the likes of Manchester City and 
England keeper Joe Corrigan and City 
winger Steve Daley, once the most 
expensive player in football when 
signed from Wolves for £1.5m. 

This was a time when football in the 
US was still booming. 

Walker, who now lives in 
Sawbridgeworth and works in 
Essex for the Royal Bank of 
Scotland, recalled: “Fred and Jeff 
Saxton were at Grays [Athletic FC] 
and they knew a guy from America 
who wanted three youngsters [on a 
scholarship ].

“I was thinking of going to 
Newcastle Polytechnic to do a 
history and PE degree, but this 
chance came up. I was on my own 
and it made me more independent,” 
he explained. 

“Some of the American universities 
you played were very good. It was 
an eye opener. You cannot quantity 
it. It was very valuable. In one year 
we had 13 nationalities involved in 
the squad!” 

Looking back, Walker has 
contrasting emotions about his 
three main spells at Harlow. 

An early memory for Walker was 
when he first played at Rhodes 
Avenue for Harlow against Bishop’s 
Stortford in an FA Cup replay in 
1982-83. Stortford won 4-0. 

He said: “There was a huge crowd of 
2,000 and it was my first ever game at 
Rhodes Avenue. 

“There was a real atmosphere. The 
crowd was really close to the pitch 
and that was something you could not 
get at the Sportcentre.” 

In his first spell at Harlow, 
encompassing the 1981-82 and 1982- 
83 seasons, Walker made his debut at 
the age of 18 under then manager 
Gwyn Walters. 

Walker said: “There were financial 
constraints and there was a good 
youth system at Harlow. 

“Gwyn gave youngsters like me and 
Marc Das the opportunity to get into 
senior football. There were a lot of 
Harlow lads playing in that side.” 

He added: “In those days the game 
was a lot more physical than it is 
now.” 


From a kid in 
America to a 
Hawks legend 



When he came back to England from 
the USA in January 1987, Walker had 
a spell at Grays Athletic, then in 
Isthmian division one. 

He did have a trial with Wimbledon a 
year before they won the FA Cup at 
Wembley, but he was not fully fit and

things did not work out there. 

Walker then played at Boreham Wood 
and Harlow Town, where he won 
promotion under Dave Edwards in 
1988-89 into Ryman division one. 

His second and third spells at Harlow 
under Edwards and Eddie McCluskey 
were also successful. 

Walker said: “I was a wide player in 
Dave’s team but I had a few injuries. 
We were a more close knit under 
Dave. There was more of a bond. 
“Dave was working under financial 
constraints and was successful. 
“Under Eddie it was different. I was 
older then and only completed six out 
of 40 games I started. 

“Jeff Bothwell [then Harlow Town 
chairman ] gave Eddie a lot of 
support. We could bring in good 
players and had a very strong side.” 
He then had one year at Stevenage 
Borough (1991-92) when the club 
were managed by former Harlow 
Town player Paul Fairclough. 


Fairclough’s team stormed through the 
divisions, eventually winning the 
Conference title. 

Walker, who played on the right side 
of midfield during this spell, said: 
“Paul Fairclough was an interesting 
character. He got the best squad for 
the division he was in and he wanted 
a physical type of player. 

“I got 18 goals and was the second or 
third top scorer.” 

Stortford then beckoned for a more 
fulfiling time. Brought to the club by 
then manager, ex-Arsenal legend John 
Radford, Walker was switched to a 
central midfield role for most of his 
time at Blues. 

Walker said: “We won the league 
[Isthmian division one ] in 1993-94. 
That was the most complete side. I 
enjoyed it more at Stortford than at 
Stevenage. 

After Radford quit as first team boss 
in the mid-1990s, he was replaced by 
Edwards, who had managed Walker at 
Harlow. 


Walker said: “John had played at the 
highest level and he could pass on 
things, particularly at an attacking 
level. He would not boost you up, but 
if you were on the team sheet you 
were good enough in his eyes. 

“He was very competitive and if he 
was losing at five a side in training he 
would keep you there until 10 o’clock 
at night. He was more interested in 
the training, while Dave Edwards was 
a wheeler dealer. 

“Dave had a good track record. He 
had also won the FA Vase with 
Stansted and he had managed me at 
Harlow. He was always good to me, 
even when I did not deserve it.” 
Walker left Stortford a few months 
after Paul Taylor came in as boss 
October 1997 when Edwards was 
sacked. 

After leaving Stortford, Walker went 
back to Harlow for 15 months before 
retiring at the end of the 1998-99 
season. 

Walker said: “Eddie McCluskey [then 
Harlow manager ] was good and I got 
two promotions with them.” 
Subsequently he took over briefly as a 
caretaker boss for a short spell after 
McCluskey was sacked in December 
1999, but had no plans to go into 
management full time. 

Walker said: “I had a young family 
and wanted to concentrate on that and 
I also wanted to put something back 
through youth football.” 

He has recently become involved with 
Sawbridgeworth Town FC and 
manages their U-18 side which 
includes his younger son Alex, like 
his father a midfielder, who has now 
broken into the first team at the Essex 
Senior League club.

ANDREW Osagie is confident 
wannabe athletes from the town 
can follow in his footsteps and 
turn a dream into reality by 
competing at the Olympic 
Games.

And the 24-year-old has put his support 
behind the top-quality sports venues avail¬ 
able in Harlow, which can enable young 
people to not only take up athletics and 
running but also other sports.

Olympics one day.” 

Osagie has gone from an unknown to 
being a recognised sportsman in Britain. 

His time of 1 minute 43.6 seconds in 
the Olympics final shaved nearly a second 
off his previous best. 

He would have won a gold medal at the 
last three Olympics with that time. 

Osagie has made incredible progress 
since first representing Great Britain just 
a couple of short years ago. 

He blew away the rest of the field when 
he qualified for the Great Britain 
Olympics team in the summer - when he 
proudly wore his Harlow Athletic Club 
vest - and will be targeting a medal at the 
Commonwealth Games in Glasgow in two 
years’ time.

- and of course Nando’s across the road 
in the Water Gardens!" 

For Osagie, Harlow Athletic Club will 
always have a special place in his heart - 
from its old base at the Sportcentre where 
he started, to its plush new base at Mark 
Hall. 

“To this day I never even thought about 
signing for another athletics club. This is 
so important to me that I remember where 
I came from before thinking about where 
I want to go.” 

Osagie went to Hare Street Primary & 
Junior School before attending Burnt 
Mill. He studied for his A-levels at 
Leventhorpe in Sawbridgeworth. 

He added: “Growing up in Harlow I 
guess was just an ordinary life for me, 
nothing too special and my family never 
had too much. I was brought up to value 
respect as much as money.” 

Osagie is now in the middle of a well- 
earned break before the tough training 
begins for the start of the indoor athletics 
season in January.

COLCHESTER United’s 
new manager, Joe Dunne, 
will not take Harlow Town 
lightly after his side were 
drawn against the Barrows 
Farm men in the Essex 
Senior Cup for the second 
season in succession. 

The third-round draw was 
made last Thursday at the 
League One club’s new 
Florence Park training 
facility. 

It means a plum trip for 
Harlow fans to the 
magnificent new stadium, 
just off the A12, and a cure 
for the autumn blues after 
some disappointing 
performances of late. 

The former Republic of 
Ireland Under-21 
international, who played 164 
times for the U’s before 
taking on a coaching role, 
replaced the sacked John 
Ward as boss last month. 
Colchester beat Harlow at 
the quarter-final stage last 
January, but Danny 
Chapman’s side took the lead 
and gave the mid-Essex club 
a real scare. 

Dunne said of Harlow: “It’s 
actually a club I’m very 
familiar with because I 
remember when I was at 
Dover [Athletic], I played 
against Harlow in the FA 
Trophy. Harlow Town are a 
good club. Last year proved 
that - the travelling support 
was excellent, the noise and 
atmosphere was good and we 
were fortunate to get two 
goals after going 1-0 down. 
“It’s a competition we want 
to win,” he said. “I think 
we’ve shown that in the last 
few years with the teams that 


we’ve picked - we’ve always 
gone out to win every game, 
and we’ll do that again this 
year. 

“We have restructured our 
club with under 21s and 
development players and we 
believe that these are ideal 
games to see how they can 
progress. But we’ll certainly 
be taking it seriously.” 
Dunne looked through the 
draw and pointed out how 
the current strength of local 
football means numerous 


sides could lift the silverware. 
He said: “You go through the 
list of teams and Essex 
county is thriving. If you’re 
not on your game at any 
moment, an upset can 
happen. We’ll be at our main 
stadium, which is good for us 
with the dimensions of the 
pitch and how we want to 
play, and I’m pretty sure 
Harlow will make it a 
fantastic atmosphere.”
